Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's proposed amendment has been received for the 
interview. Applicant stated tha a Declaration will be faxed to the Examiner for reconsideration as well, which was 
received after the interview. Applicant argues that the prior art Oliver lacks a teaching that the foam is reticulated, and 
WO '405 teaches a pillow formed of a one-piece reticulated polyurethane foam, which would require additional 
processing to obtain the foam particles of Oliver. The Examiner reminds the Applicant that the prior art rejection is a 
103 rejection, which combines the teachings of the Oliver and WO '405; further, Applicant must show that the process 
effects the structural limitation in an article claim. Finally, the Examiner notes that the Declaration appears to stress the 
importance of using a reticulated foam, but fails to clearly point out nonobviousness over the combined teachings of 
prior art. 
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
